Boral) Makes Charges Against 


Department of Justice. 


M a NORRIS BACKS HIM UP 


Senator Declares Jurists Were Inves 


tigated to Influence Their Action In 


Government Cases. 


Washington, Aug. 8—The flat charge 
that department of justice agents had 
investigated federal judges to influ­ 
ence their action in cases in which the 
government was interested was made 
in tho senate by Senator Horah and 
endorsed, partially at least, by Sena 
tor Norris. 
Senator Borah's charge was brought 
out by a report from Attorney General 
MeHeynolds, responding to a senate 
resolution asking where federal agents 
were investigating judges. The resolu­ 
tion reflected some sentiment aroused 
in the case of Federal Judge Speer, of 
Georgia, whose court had been inves­ 
tigated, and who had attacked the de- 
part went of justice in a public speech. 
The attorney general’s reply was that 
any report that the federal department 
of justice was maintaining a system of 
espionage over judges “was entirely 
without foundation.” 
Senator Horah responded with his 
charges. 
“I know this is a very seri 
ous charge,” said he, “but I am so re 
itably informed that I make the state 
ment that within the lost four or five 
years special agents have carried on 
such investigations with a view to in­ 
fluencing judges.” 
Senator Norris declared he did not 
hate all the* information that Senator 
Horah had, but he believed his state­ 
ments were based on fact. 
The attorney general’s report de­ 
clared that only three judges had been 
Investigated; one of these was Robert 
W. Archbald. 
Senator Works, who introduced the 
resolution, 
denounced 
the 
attorney 
general’s report as “evasive” and un­ 
satisfactory and announced that he 
would make a further demand for In­ 
formation. 
Senator Borah’s charge was charac­ 
terized 
as 
“startling” 
by 
Senators 
Crawford and Sutherland. 
The latte*1 
declared it “needed investigation.” and 
that lf such “sinister influences" con­ 
tinued. “the end of the republic was in 
sight.” 
Senator Hoke Smith asked Senator 
Horah for the exact time when fed­ 
eral agents had been making efforts 
to influence judges in behalf of gov­ 
ernment cases. 
"I think it has been 
going on more or less continuously for 
the last four or five years,” responded 
Mr. Horah. 
“These judges are practically under 
the control of the department as tar 
as promotion and demotion is concern­ 
ed.” said Senator Horah. “They have 
been made to know what the govern­ 
ment desires In cases, and even what 
kind of a decision the governor nt de­ 
sires handed down. If we are going to 
have a judiciary subject to secret in­ 
fluences I ain in favor of popular elec­ 
tion and recall of Judges.” 
“No inspectors or other agents are 
appointed by tho attorney general or 
by the department of justice specifi­ 
cally to investigate and report upon 
the conduct or proceedings of any of 
the courts or judges of the United 
Stales,” said the attorney general’s 
report. It slated, however, that a force 
is employed tinder authority of con­ 
gress to Investigate subjects that it 
Is the duty of the deparainent to fol­ 
low. 
“To state with particularity what 
courts and judges have been under in­ 
vestigation within tile last five years 
by agents of tills department would, 
iii my opinion, be incompatible with 
tile public interests. The constitution 
provide a that the president ‘shall take 
itire that the laws shall be fait in ally 
executed.’ 
ll is impossible for him to 
discharge this obligation unless the 
judges whom he appoints are faithful 
to the trust imposed upon them, and 
occasionally it lias become highly Im 
portant that he should know the real 
facts in reference to charges preferred 
against them. 
“The 
suggestion that Hie depart 
ment of justice is maintaining a s>s 
tem of espionage over the courts and 
judges of lite country is entirely with 
out foundation. The conduct of judges 
and t hi* actions of courts have very 
seldom been the subject of inquiry by 
its agents, and in these few instances 
specific complaints seemed imperative 
ly to require ascertainment of the real 
facts.”

Sparks, Jr., 
of 1123 Marion street, Camden, who 
took bis eleven-year old son from the 
Hight school less than a week ago, 
when he went there unexpectedly and 
found the boy critically ill, neglected 
aud 
suffering with various injuries 
that have not yet been fully explained 
Frederick H. Kuhl, prosecutor 
of 
Hunterdon county, ordered an investi­ 
gation of tile Hight establishment aud 
the conditions found there were an 
• mazing indictment of the whole ays 
tem 
of 
privately 
conducted 
quasi 
charitable institutions of the kind lr 
Jersey. The children were clothed lr 
remnants of garments, poorly and in 
adixiuately fed, beaten, shackled tc 
the beds when unruly and 
fed 
on 
bread and wafer. 
They told of beatings received with 
implements ranging from a horsewhip 
to a monkey wrench. 
Hight receive* 
»3 a week for the keep of each child 
entrusted to his care by the county 
courts or by private individuals. Th* 
place has been advertised not as a re 
form school, but as a pleasant in/titu 
lion for the training of children with 
out other proper guardianship. 
The (barges made by the boys and 
by the prosecutor's office were indig 
nantiy denied by Mrs. Hight. She sai 
she was astounded a* the charges be­ 
ing made, because many of the boys- 
who had been sent home from the 
school had tried to get back again 
Home, she said, even stole an they 
would he returned to Frenchtown by 
the court. 
Mrs. Hight had been visiting hei 
mother in Camden when the charges 
were made against her husband. She 
said they were outrageous. 
Developments which followed the ar 
ref of Ktght indicate that officials of 
several other New Jersey counties 
may be unpleasantly brought Into th* 
intentigation. The whole subject prom 
lacs to develop a fitting chapter in th* 
long unpleasant chronicle of New Jer 
aev Juvenile reform Institutions, which 
already bristle with scandals and ator 
lea of the neglect ami abuse of help 
less or parent less children.
